Fire Hazards Are Listed

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(By C. A. Albaugh, F ire Chief) 
F ire attack s w ithout 
w arning

a fire engine parked in front of 
some ones home in A m erica every 
two m inutes. According to sta tis­ 
tics two thirds of the deaths by 
fire, occur in our own homes while 
th irty per cent of the deaths are 
am ong children under ten years 
of age. We m ay say 
then,

A m erican 
home every two m inutes, and on 
th e average one death from fire 
every hour. In a large percentage 
of homes there are dangerous fire 
hazards which should be elim inat­ 
ed. Probably it is lack of infor­ 
m ation about these hazards, th a t 
perm its fire to occur I will give 
five leading hazards as I see them . 
The first one is in connection w ith 
heating plants. 
Defective 
soot 
loaded chim neys cauce num erous 
fires and it is very im portant to 
c heck up on them for cracks and 
holes, and clean them every year. 
Sagging rusted sm oke pipes takes 
th eir toll, as sp arks fly out and 
may ignite com bustible m aterials 
th a t m ay be nearby. I have been 
tailed to homes w here this pipe 
had rusted, fell down and smoke 
from the furnace going in the cel­ 
lar, keep your heating plant in 
good repair, never force the fire 
iii cold w eather, if your furnace is 
not giving you the rig h t am ount of 
heat. b etter consult your furnace 
m an.

A year ago, appeal was made in the W arren County W a r 
Fund campaign for support of the 492 G irl Scouts whose organ­ 
ization depended on the interest of local citizens. 
This year, the 
G irl Scouts are proud to state that their membership has grown 
to 771 enrolled. 
An adult membership of 332 brings the total 


number of G irl Scouts to 1003. 


There are approximately 10,000 homes in W arren county and 
the number of homes directly benefited by G irl Scouting is ap­ 
proximately one in each ten. 
The rapid growth of this organiza­ 
tion is evidence alone of its importance. 
The demand for troops 
in communities where there are none now’ and for more troops 
in towns where G irl Scouting is already established is loud and 
insistent. 


The executive secretary and an office secretary have been 
employed by the W arren County G irl Scout Council. 
However, 
in order to meet the demand for the organization of new groups 
and for supervision of the increased number already established, 
it w ill be necessary to secure the sendees of a field secretary in 
the immediate futuie. 


It is taken for granted that adults realize the importance 
of constructive interests for young people. 
However, some most 
pertinent remarks on this subject have come from the young 
people themselves. 
A group of girls were given a talk in which 
it was explained that the money to carry on G irl Scouting is 
given by the general public. 
They were asked w’hether or not 
they f*lt that it is w’orth while to spend a great deal of money 
each year to provide Girl Scouting 
and w’hy. 
Their answers 
demand attention: 


“ Girl Scouts learn how’ to obey laws. 
They learn health 
habits they never knew before.’' 


“ A G irl Scout learns how to get along with other people. 
She 
learns to be courteous." 


“ G in Scouting teaches us things that school doesn't teach. 
W e learn to help ourselves and others.” 


“ You learn to not get mad w’hen you don't get our own 
way.” 


“ It helps you to help your mother." 


These answers came from the ten-year-olds. 
The eleven- 
year-old G irl Scouts found that “ Scouting teaches us to like 
vegetables we never liked before." 
“ It gives you a better chance 
to be an all-around girl.”

matters of wider scope. 


‘ If G irl Scouts all over the world work together and become 
better acquainted with each other, it will mean not only a grand 
step for the children, but it will be a real help toward keeping 
peace a living thing."

Dairy Barns Need Proper 
Ventilation 
Many dairy farmers should 
be 
planning to improve the ventilation 
of their dairy barns and stables if 
they wish 
to maintain 
healthy 
herds and produce milk with a 
clean flavor. Plans for installing 
a system of ventilation that takes 
moisture out of the barn, keeps 
air sweet and clean, avoids drafts 
o nthe cows, and keeps the tem­ 
perature above freezing. 
The digestive process 
of dairy 
cattle produces considerable heat, 
which causes a cow to ooze enough 
moisture through 
the 
skin 
and 
lungs to cover lie stall floor with 
about three-sixteenths of an inch 
deep in one day. When the barn 
is poorly ventilated, stable 
air 
becomes saturated with moisture, 
and toe lack of evaporation raises 
body 
temperature. 
Under 
these 
conditions cows refuse to eat well. 
In poorly ventilated barns, mois­ 
ture condenses on walls, ceilings 
and around hay * chutes, 
causing 
rotting of barn timbers and feed 
spoilage. 
A ir 
laden 
with 
barn 
odors gives the milk a characteris­ 
tic smell. 
A properly planned ventilation 
system changes the air every few 
minutes, removing moisture-laden 
air before it cools and condenses. 
The air is removed near the barn 
floor, so that warm air near the 
ceiling is retained, keeping 
the 
bam from getting too cold. 
The absence of drafts aids in 
keeping dairy cattle healthy. The 
county agent says he has plans at 
his office for 
installing 
a 
good 
system of ventilation for any dairy 
barn or stable. It provides a series 
of intake openings without caus­ 
ing drafts and outlet flue that will 
help keep cows at a temperature 
which is healthful for them In win. 
ter. 
Watch For Moth In Stored (.rains 
Farmers of Warren county are 
urged to keep a close 
watch 
on 
stored grain, particularly recently 
threshed wheat, for the Angoumis 
grain moth, in an announcement 
made by County Agent Tritt. 
If the top layer of the stored 
wheat molds, and shows evidence 
of heat there is every reason to 
believe the moth has infested the 
grain, he says. Granaries and stor­ 
age bins which arc found to be in­ 
fested should be fumigated before 
cold weather arrives.
